WASHINGTON, Nov. 24 (AP). 
Administration leaders clung to 
the thin possibility of a Senate 
compromise today as their only 
hope of saving food subsidies— 
the President's No. 1 weapon 
against rising living costs. 

“We're down to the bedrock 
issue: either we want inflation 
or we don’t want it,” said Sena- 
tor Pepper (Dem.), Florida, as the 
House voted 278 to 117 late yes- 
terday to outlaw subsidies after 
the first of the year. 

Senator Lucas (Dem.), Illinois, 
an administration supporter, said 
“the end of subsidies will mean 
overnight inflation.” 

“Of course we will try to work 
out some sort of compromise,” he 
added, but members of both 
parties said that only a presiden- 
tial veto could keep the program 
alive, and a veto might be over- 
ridden. The Senate is in recess 
until] Friday.

to hold the line against inflation 
rested in the subsidy program 
through which Government cash 
goes to food producers to keep re- 
tail prices down. Without sub- 
sidies, administration backers 
argue, uncontrolled prices — and 
consequent inflation—are inevit- 
able. 

As the House voted out sub- 
sidies for the second time, the 
price control setup was attacked 
on other fronts. 

A House bloc mustered suffi- 
cient strength to force the issue 
on an attempt to remove oil and 
coal controls from the Office of 
Price Administration, which has 
turned back numerous efforts to 
raisé ceiling prices. The House 
group wants the two industries 
placed under Interior Secretary 
Ickes who recently agreed to a 
boost in coal mine wages and long 
has fought for a higher crude oil 
price. 

On the Senate side dairy state 
members are ready to force a test 
on legislation that would boost the 
retail price of milk a cent a quart.

HOUSE PREPARES 


TO PASS 2-BILLION 
NEW REVENUE BILL 


Blocks Amendments From 
Floor to Prevent Wide- 
Open Battle on Contro- 
versial Points.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 24 (AP).— 
Blocking amendments from the 
floor to a $2,140,000,000 new rev- 
enue measure, the House moved 
‘today toward approval of a war- 


time tax program far short of the 
_$10,500,000,000 asked by the Ar- 
‘ministration to combat inflation 
and meet military costs. 

Representative Voorhis (Dem.), 
California, asserted that Congress 
should increase taxes more sharp- 
ly, but the House decided by a 
standing vote of 208 to 7 to con- 
sider only the question of reject- 
ing or accepting the bill as it was 
drafted by the Ways and Means 
Committee. 

The procedure, preventing a 
wide-open battle on the floor over 
several controversial points, es- 
pecially increases in some excise 
taxes, was accepted over the pro- 
tests of some members that it 
constituted a “gag” rule. 

It wus expected that the House 
would send the bill to the Senate 
before the day was over. 

Representative Doughton, chair- 
man of the powerful Ways and 
Means Committee, led off: a bi- 
partisan chorus against large tax 
increases, asserting they could be 
“more crushing” than inflation,

GET HEAVY PRISON 


TERMS FOR FRAUD 


12 Years and $30,000 Fine 
for One Partner, Seven 
Years and $20,000 Fine 
for Other. 


DETROIT, Nov-~ 24 (AP).— 
Adolph Spalek, partner in Spalek 
Engineering Co., a subcontracting 
firm, was sentenced to 12 years in 
prison and fined $30,000 by United 
States District Judge Frank A. 
Picard today on conviction on war 
contract fraud charges. William J. 
Zrenick, the other partner, was 
sentenced to seven years in prison 
and fined $20,000. 

Both were convicted three weeks 
ago on charges of attempting to 
defraud the Federal Government of 
$190,000 through payroll padding in 
dealings of the firm with three 
prime contractors—General Motors, 
Chrysler Corporation and Ford Mo- 
tor Co. 

The Justice Department said the 
sentences were the heaviest as- 
sessed so far against individual de- 
fendants in a war fraud case. 

Judge Picard, in passing sen- 
tence, declared, “If the practices 
indulged in by your company... 
are prevalent, then the amount of 
money the Government is being de- 
frauded out of on many of its war 
contracts will reach astronomical 
figures.” 

Judge Picard said the defend- 
ants, both immigrants from Aus- 
tria, took workers from the shop 
during a lull and had them paint 
the partners’ private houses, pay-

Director of Public Utilities Mil- 
ton M. Kinsey, chairman of the 
Municipal Airport Commission, 
which yesterday ‘approved a plan 
for a 20 million dollar airport in 
the Tesson Ferry section of south- 
ern St, Iouis County, said today 
that an immediate conference 
would be sought with St. Louis 
County groups whose expressed op- 
position to that site might prevent 
its acquisition, 

Four hours after the - Airport 
Commission adopted a resolution 
advocating purchase of 4300 acres, 
about 500 residents of the Tesson 
Ferry district, meeting in protest 
at Concord Farmers’ Hall, heard 
two of the three members of the 
County Court of St. Louis County 
pledge their support in resisting lo- 
cation of an airport in that area, 
which has been zoned for urban 
development by the County flan- 
ning Commission. The third mem-/ 
ber of the County Court expressed 
his opposition to the site in a state- 
ment today, 


also made a statement today in 
which he said that he still was 
opposed to the Tesson Ferry site. 

“I am convinced that 90 per cent 
of the people in that area are op- 
posed to location of an airport 
there,” he said, “The will of such 
a large majority should rule in a 
democracy, I shall be glad to pre- 
sent to the commission any pro- 
posal made by the city, however, 
and I am not qualified to speak 
for the commission as to what its 
action might be.”

Success Assured, U. S. Is

PEARL HARBOR, Nov. 24 
(AP).—American forces, speedily 
overpowering savage Japanese re- 
sistance, were so firmly implanted 
in the heart of the equatorial Gil- 
berts today—the fifth day of the 
invasion—that Adm. Chester W. 
Nimitz spoke confidently of “pre- 
paring to make further attacks.” 

“The Gilberts now are securely 
in our hands,” said Nimitz, com- 
mander-in-chief of the Pacific 
fleet, although only one of the 
more than 15 atolls had been com- 
pletely conquered, with two others 
tottering toward a fall. 

The implication of the Admiral’s 
words was that from Makin, Tara- 
wa and Abemama the invaders are 
in position to dominate and rout 
what Japanese troops may be on 
other nearby islands, 

The capture of Makin was an- 
nounced yesterday in a com- 
munique from Adm, Nimitz whi

NAVY DOUBLED COMBAT FLEET 
THIS YEAR, SAYS FORRESTAL 


Under Secretary Reports 1944 Con- 
struction Program Is 3 Billion 
Dollars Larger. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 24 (AP). 
—The Navy has doubled its combat 


fleet in 1948, says Under Secretary 
Jameg V, Forrestal. 

The Navy started the year with 
the goal of constructing as many 
combat ships as were in service 
on Jan. 1, Forrestal told 1200 at 
a war contract renegotiation meet- 
ing here yesterday, adding that 
the “miraculous feat” has been ac- 
complished. 

But the war is far from over, he 
said, and the Navy construction 
program for 1944 is three billion 
dollars greater than for this year.

ARMY AUTHORIZED TO SEIZE 
13 STRIKE-CLOSED TANNERIES 


Roosevelt Signs Order for Stim- 
son to Operate Massachusetts 
Plants Idle Since Nov. 8. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 24 (AP). 
—President Roosevelt today au- 
thorized Secretary of War Stim- 
son to take over and operate 13 
strike-closed tanneries in the Sa- 
lem-Peabody area of Massachu- 
setts, 

The War Labor Board had re- 
ferred the case to Roosevelt for 
action, and he appealed to union 
officers on Nov. 18, and through 
them to employes, to stop picket- 
ing and go back to work at once. 
The White House disclosed today 
that the President had signed an 
executive order Saturday authoriz- 
ing Stimson to take possession 
of and operate the plants. 

The strike was called Nov. 8 in 
protest against the firing of two 
members of the National Leather 
Workers’ Association, an _ inde- 
pendent union. 


U, S$. CASUALTIES 121,319; 
MOST IN ARMY BUT NAVY 
LEADS IN NUMBER KILLED 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 24 (AP). 


NNOUNCED casualties in 
A= armed services of the 

United States since Pearl 
Harbor total 121,319, with the 
Army bearing the greater share 
—89,650, as of Nov. 11. 

But the statistics show that 
of those killed in action there is 
a difference of only 42 between 
the Army and the Navy, with 
the Navy having the larger logs 
—12,883. 

The Army’s total of 89,650 
listed 12,841 killed, 30,263 wound- 
ed, 23,954 missing and 22,592 
prisoners. The Navy's 31,669 
total gave 12,883 killed, 5640 
wounded, 8918 missing and 4228 
prisoners. Navy figures include 
the Coast Guard and Marine 
Corps.

MOSCOW, Nov, 24 (AP). — The 
German Army’s 10-day-old counter- 
offensive in the Ukraine moved 
closer to Kiev today after Russian 
forces had made their third with- 
drawal in three days under pres- 
sure of heavy tank and infantry 
assaults, 

Spearheads of Field Marshal 
Fritz von Mannstein’s troops have 
reached Brusilov, 45 miles west of 
Kiev, and are almost half way to 
the Ukrainian capital from Zhito- 
mir, the first city to fall before the 
German drive against the Kiev 
salient. The Nazis have now moved 
eastward about 40 miles. 

Von Mannstein sent in other 
strong forces against Russian posi- 
tions in the Chernyakhov area, 40 
miles northwest of Brusilov, in his 
all-out effort to turn the southern 
flank of Gen. Nikolai Vatutin's 
First Ukrainian Army. 

(The German radio said tonight 
that Brusilov and Chernyakhov 
had been captured by the Nazis. 
The German high command said 
strong Russian forces had been 
encircled west of Kiev.) 

Red Positions Strong. 

Although the Germans succeeded 
in gaining ground on a straight 
west-to-east line through the Zhito- 
mir-Korostyshev-Brusilov _ sectors, 
the Red Army appeared to be hdld- 
ing strong positions in front of 
Kiev, and apparently was falling 
back under orders from the: Rus- 
sian high command mainly to 
avoid encirclement of its advance

NEW RAIDS MAKE BERLIN 
WORLD’S MOST-BOMBED CITY 


German Capital Struck By 13,440 
Tons of Explosives to Date 
This Year. 


LONDON, Nov. 24 (AP).—Berlin 
is now the world’s most-bombed 
city. Approximately 12,000 long 
tons’ (13,440 American tons) of 
bombs have fallen on the German 
capital this year. Hamburg re- 
ceived a total of around 10,000 
tons (11,200 American tons); Essen, 
Hanover and Cologne about 8000 
(8960), and Mannheim-Ludwigs- 
hafen more than 7000 (7840). 

The British have estimated offi- 
cially that 7500 long tons (8400) of 
high explosive bombs were dropped 
on London from September, 1940, 
through June, 1941, the period of 
the worst German attacks. 

The job of “Hamburging” Berlin 
is more than twice as great a task 
as that of knocking out Hamburg, 
a Royal Air Force commentator 
pointed out today. Not only is 
Greater Berlin nearly twice as big 
in area, but it also is 200 miles 
farther away.

BERLINERS DESCRIBED 
AS STUPEFIED BY RAIDS

—Bitter Complaints at 
Weak Defenses.

ON THE . SWISS-GERMAN 
FRONTIER, Nov. 24 (AP), — A 
neutral diplomat who lived 
through the bombing of Berlin 
Monday night described it to a 
correspondent of the Gazette de 
Lausanne as a “vision of the Apo- 
calypse” and said the German 
capital “is burning with a thou- 
sand fires.” 

The effect on the residents of 
Berlin was considerable, the diplo- 


mat continued, but was not yet 
fully measured because “many are 
still stupefied by the catastrophe.” 
On all sides, he said, “there are 
bitter complaints at the passive 
defense which proved inefficient.” 
He described Monday’s raid as 
“much more impressive than the 
unforgettable attack March 1.” 


Sleepless Night for All, 

“Red clouds from which hot cin- 
ders incessantly rained weighed 
heavily on the city,” he related. 

“Trucks and automobiles scur- 
ried in the streets gathering able- 
bodied men to form first aid 
groups. Women and _e children 
formed chains to sprinkle windows 
and roofs in an effort to check, the 
spread of the fire. None closed an 
eye throughout the night in the 
Reich capital. 

“From the first hour of dawn, 
enormous crowds began to move 
toward the hardest hit areas, but 
SS militiamen with gas masks on 
their faces barred the roads.

The size of the attacking force 
and weight of bombs dropped last 
night probably approached, but did 
not exceed, the record of Monday

The Stockholm newspaper Alle 
handa, quoting a Scandinavian 
Telegraph Bureau dispatch from 
Berlin, said the American Em- 
bassy, on Pariser Platz at Branden- 
burger Tor, is “in ruins.” 

The new Italian and Japanese 
embassies on Tiergarten strasse 
are the only ones among those of 
the belligerent powers to escape 
destruction or damage, the dis- 
patch said. 

Both the Nazi press and radio 
started screaming today for re 
venge for the attacks on Berlin. 

Foreign Office Ablaze. 

The Foreign Office, between Hit- 
ler’s residence and the president's 
palace, was set afire and the Brit- 
ish embassy building near Unter 
den Linden at the end of the 
Wilhelmstrasse was destroyed. 

Travelers reaching Stockholm 
from the battered German capital 
said the nerve center of the Nazi 
government received a paralyzing 
blow in Monday night’s raid.

King Emphasizes That 
Britain Will Play Its 
Part in War on Japan 
— Churchill Absent 


From Session. 


LONDON, Nov. 24 (AP).—King 
George VI, opening a new session 
of Parliament, confidently told the 
House of Commons today that “in 
the fourth year of the war the 
forces of the United Nations as- 
sumed the offensive in all thea- 
ters . . . and in the coming year 
we shall, with God’s help, be able 
to bear upon the enemy a still 
greater weight of attack.” 

Prime Minister Churchill was 


not present at the opening cere- 
mony. Clement R. Attlee, deputy 
prime minister, represented the 
Government. 

(The German-controlled Vichy 
radio, noting this, said Churchill's 
absence, coupled with the lack of 
presidential press conferences in 
Washington and of orders of the 
day by the Russian Premier, sug- 
gested to Swedish commentators 
that “a Churchill-Roosevelt-Stalin 
meeting is imminent.”) 

The new session is the ninth 
since the present Commons was 
elected in November, 1935. The 
current Parliament is the longest- 
lived in Britain’s history. 

“With the growing help of our 
great American ally and together 
with the other United Nations, we 
shall go forward with confidence 
in our cause until we have deliv- 
ered the peoples of the world from 
the fear of the aggressor,” King 
George said. 

Reviews Fighting Fronts. 

In his speech, which lasted 12 
minutes, the King reviewed both 
the political and fighting fronts 
and declared: 

“On the frontier in India and 
in the Pacific, Japanese aggression 
has been halted and the forces of 
the United Nations are now mov- 
ing on the offensive. 

“At sea, my navies and those of 
our allies continue to maintain 
their mastery over the enemy and 
important successes have been won 
in the struggle against the enemy’s 
U-boats, 

“The air forces of the United 
Nations have maintained their 
ascendancy in all theaters of the 
war and have increased the weight 
of their blows at the enemy’s 
heart. 

Future of Europe. 

“My Government, taking coun- 
sel with my allies, and building 
upon the foundations laid at the 
recent conference in Moscow, will 
devote their continuous attention 
to the study of plans for the fu- 
ture settlement of Europe.” 

King George emphasized that 
Britain was preparing to play its 
part in the war against Japan, de- 
claring the Government has under- 
taken a special review of the 
problems which are likely to arise 
as hostilities in Europe come to 
an end, and of the adjustments 
which will have to be made when 
“we turn to prosecute with fresh 
vigor the war against Japan.” 

Praises Red Army. 

“On his eastern front the enemy 
has given ground before the mas- 
sive and unrelenting advance of 
the Russian armies, whose mag- 
nificent achievements we have 
watched with ever-deepening ad- 
miration,” 

Turning to the conquered na- 
tions of Europe, he declared that 
they “are everywhere preparing to 
throw off the yoke of the oppres- 
sor, and we shall continue to af- 
ford them such help and encour- 
agement as lies within our power.” 

The King, accompanied by 
Queen Elizabeth, personally opened 
the new Parliament. The cere- 
mony took place in the King’s 
robing room, where the House of 
Lords has met since the House of 
Commons Chamber was demolished 
by German bombs in 1941. The 
peers, in somber morning dress, 
relieved by a sprinkling of service 
uniforms, crowded the floor, while 
members of the Lower House with 
their wives and relatives filled the 
public galleries,

Praise for Submarines, 
The Admiral, himself a veteran 
of the submarine service, paid 
high tribute to United States sub- 
marines in their war against Jap- 
anese shipping. 
“Attrition that is going on par- 
ticularly against Japanese auxi)- 
iary and merchant shipping is of 
the greatest importance, and our 
submarines have been a most ef- 
fective agency, with our air arm 
next in order,” Nimitz said. 
“Our submarines work while the 
enemy sleeps—and our submarines 
are increasing in number. 
“T should be very unhappy if 
we were losing merchant ships at 
the rate the Japs are losing them.” 

The Admiral’s son, Chester W. 
Nimitz Jr., has won the Silver 
Star for submarine patrol.

ASPHALT BOILED 
IN STREET AFTER 
RAID ON BERLIN 


People Collapsed From Ter- 
rific Heat of Fires, 
Swedes Relate.

STOCKHOLM, Nov. 2% (AP).— 
Berlin was an inferno of indescrib- 
able horror where even the 
“asphalt on the pavements was 
boiling” following the Royal Air 
Force’s 1000-bomber assault on the 
Nazi capital Monday night, eye- 
witnesses reaching Sweden said to- 
day. 

The city yesterday was “still one 
big fire,” one traveler said. 

“The heat was so terrible that it 
was almost impossible to walk or 
drive on some streets,” another 
witness said. “I saw people col- 
lapse on the pavement from the 
intense heat.”

The planes 
flew up and down the Tiergarten 
diplomatic quarter and everything 
was hit.”

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 
Algiers, Nov. 24 (AP).—The case 
of Lt. Gen. George S. Patton Jr. 
versus a shellshocked Army pri- 
vate is now being tried before the 
court of American public opinion. 

The case already has been tried 
in private chambers, so to speak, 
and a decision made by Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower and the 
War Department. That decision 
was that both men should remain 
on their jobs—because good gen- 
erals, temperamental or not, are 
too scarce to be spared. So are 
g00d privates. 

There wasn't anything in the 
way of punishment to be dished 
out in the case of the soldier who 
got slapped. He had a good fight- 
ing record. He had been sent back 
for treatment over his own pro- 
test, and medical examination dis- 
closed he was a victim of true bat- 
tle fatigue—-or ‘“‘shell-shock.” 


Soldier Back With Outfit. 

He suffered no physical injury 
when the General struck him twice 
and called him “yellow belly” and 
“coward” before other soldiers in 
the hospital admission tent. He 
subsequently recovered and _ re- 
joined his unit. 

The incident created an under- 
the-surface sensation in the Sev- 
enth Army, then, as now, com- 
manded by Gen. Patton. It caused 
more conversation among officers 
and enlisted men, than the cap- 
ture of Messina ending the Sicilian 
campaign. 

Frankly, there was considerable 
bitterness, but it was not drawn 
on the question of rank. Gen. Pat- 
ton’s action was deplored by his 
officers as much as by his men. I 
heard only one man defend the 
General’s deed. 

He was a lieutenant, and he 
said: “It would do this Army good 
if a few more men were clouted 
pver the head now and then.” 

Patton Felt Strain, Too. 

There is this to be said for Gen. 
Patton: he was under great strain 
himself. The incident took place 
between two amphibious landings, 
which cracked the German line 
along the North coast of Sicily. 
In deciding on trying the land- 
ings, Gen. Patton knew he was 
gambling with hundreds of lives. 
No pressure could be greater, 
Then, too, he was quoted after- 

‘ard as saying that he had hoped 
his outburst would snap the soldier 
back into shape.

Patton Was Wrong. 

The question at issue was not, 
however, whether Gen. ;Patton 
‘as wrong. He was. Generals do 
mot ordinarily strike privates, any 
more than privates strike Gen- 
rals. 

The question was, what should 
e done about it? <A correspond- 
ent in Sicily at the time, who had 
spent many years in Germany be- 
ore the war said: 

“If this thing had happened in 
the German Army, the General 
would be broken so quickly he 
wouldn't know what had hap- 
pened.” 

That is probably true, but it is 
doubtful whether the German peo- 
ple ever would have learned what 
ahd happened. It is doubtful, too, 
whether in the German Army a 
Lieutenant Geenral would, under 
any circumstances, have apologized 
publicly to a private. 

Gen. Patton, reputed to be the 
wealthiest soldier in the Army, 
was at the peak of his brilliant 
military career at the close of the 
Sicilian campaign. In swift, bold 
maneuvers, his Army had _  con- 
quered the major part of the 
isiand in 38 working days. 

To make amends for his unjust, 
rash and indiscreet treatment of 
the shell-shocked private, he called 
in all principals in the case and 
apologized. All concerned accepted 
his apology- Gen. Patton then as- 
sembled his officers and men and 
apologized to them. 

Galling Punishment. 

Gen. Patton believes in discipline 
and glory. He is hard on his men, 
but harder on his officers and him- 
self. He has been punished. Noth- 
ing could possibly gall him more 
than to have to stand up and ad-

FMERGENCY TRANSIT 


PLAN FOR GITY READY 


ODT to Be Told Transporta- 
tion Cut Program Adopted in 
January Is Still Good, 


St. Louls has an up-to-date plan 
for cutting transportation service 
meet any emergency which 
may be declared by Federal au- 
thorities, the Mayor’s Mass Trans- 
portation Committee will inform 
the Office of Defense Transporta- 
tion. The ODT recently asked that 
such plans be prepared in the 
principal cities. ; 

The technical advisory sub-com- 
mittee of the Mass Transportation 
body met yesterday in the office 
of its chairman, Director of Public 
Utilities Milton M. Kinsey, and de- 
cided to stand on its emergency 
program adopted last January, 
and submitted to the ODT at that 
time. 

The existing plan, which is not 
intended for use unless’ an 
emergency is declared by Federal 
authority, provides for cutting the 
existing mileage of public vehicles, 
chiefly busses, by 10, 20 or 30 per 
cent. The reductions would be 
made mostly in the off-peak pe- 
riods, and on lines not directly 
serving war industries. 

Because of the war plant activi- 
ties, it has been necessary during 
1943 to increase bus mileage by 
about 1730 miles a day. Kinsey 
said the ODT’s recent letter did not 
indicate that an emergency was 
imminent, but did say that “the 
next few months can definitely be 
designated as critical.” 


CHANGE IN STARTING AGE 
FOR CITY FIREMEN VETOED 


A bill to change the maximum 
age limit for men starting as city 
firemen from 35 to 40 years was 
vetoed today by Mayor Aloys P. 
Kaufmann on the ground that it 
violates the Civil Service Charter 
amendment. It was the first veto 
action taken by Mayor Kaufmann 
since he took office last Aug. 2. 
When the measure was approved 
by the Board of Aldermen, it was 
explained that its purpose was to 
provide more men above the Selec- 
tive Service age limit of 38 for the 
fire department.

While it was known that the city 
administration favored the Tesson 
Ferry site, as has been told by the 
Post-Dispatch, ignoring the so0- 
called Columbia Bottoms location 
at the confluence of the Mississippi 
and Missouri rivers, which had 
been zoned for an airport by the 
County Planning Commission, pre- 
vious discussion of Tesson Ferry 
had contemplated acquisition of 
about 1700 acres. 

Kinsey’s recommendation that 
4300 acres be acquired came as 
something of a surprise. New 
York’s huge Idlewild Airport, to 
cost $100,000,000 when completed, 
is being built on a 3225-acre site. 


Details of Site Plan. 

The Tesson Ferry site, as ap- 
proved, roughly is bounded by 
Lindbergh boulevard on the north, 
Lemay Ferry road and the Frisco 
Railroad's southern line on the 
east, a line south of Butler Hill 
road on the south, and a line west 
of Sappington road on the west. 
Tesson Ferry road crosses the tract 
from south to north, somewhat to 
the west of the center, This con- 
crete highway would be relocated 
for a distance of about three miles. 

Development of the tract would 
be in three stages, the first to 
cost $7,500,000 and include acquisi- 
tion of all the 4300 acres by the 
city at a cost estimated by Kinsey 
at $1,750,000. The resolution pro- 
vided for petitioning the Navy for 


jallocation of funds for completing 
the first stage, including grading 
and construction of four runways, 
6000 to 6450 feet in length, apron 
space and one hangar. The Navy 
would use the field for training 
until the end of the war when it 
would be turned over to. the city, 
the Navy retaining only a tract of 
35 to 50 acres as a permanent base. 


The second stage, to.be started 
when the field is returned to the 
city by the Navy, provides for 
extension of three of the runways 
to 10,000 feet, expanded apron area 
and probably additional hangars. 
Cost is estimated at $3,500,000 and 
capacity of the field would be 
tripled, permitting some 120 take- 
offs and landings each hour. 

Final development, at an esti- 
mated cost of $9,000,000, includes 
eight 10,000-foot runways sur- 
rounding an administration build- 
ing in the center of an elliptical 
apron and additional hangars and 
terminal facilities. The adminis- 
tration building would be reached 
by an underpass road beneath the 
runways. 

Capacity of the completed air- 
port would be about 240 opera- 
tions an hour which, Kinsey's re- 
port said, “would not be excessive 
for St. Louis, if we adopt any of 
the various estimates of the future 
of aviation which have been pre- 
pared by the governmental 
agencies and others.” 

Kinsey's survey showed a varia- 
tion of 150 feet in elevation on the 


site necessitating extensive grad- 
ings.

his estimate of cost or the number 
of cubic yards of grading required. 
Asked if borings had been made to 
determine the amount of rock 
which might be encountered, he 
said that some tests had been 
made and that they indicated not 
more than § per cent of the grad- 
ing would entail rock removal. 

A property survey of the site 
showed about 160 pieces of real 
estate and about 160 homes, some 
of which were costly. Much of the 
rolling terrain is in use as truck 
gardens, There are three schools 
and a cemetery in the area. 

Kinsey said the distance of the 
site from Twelfth boulevard and 
Olive street was 12 miles, empha- 
sizing the superior accessibility of 
the location, compared with others. 

The plans will be filed immedi- 
ately with the Navy in an effort 
to obtain funds under the plan for 
Navy use discussed by Mayor 
Aloys P. Kaufmann and Kinsey in 
a conference at Washington last 
month with R. Adm. Ralph E. 
Davison, former St. Louisan now 
assistant chief of the Navy Depart- 
ment’s Bureau of Aeronautics. 
Adm. Davison offered his assist- 
ance in obtaining Federal funds. 

Kinsey referred only incidentally 
to the Columbia Bottoms site, ob- 
jecting to it because he is opposed 
to a hydraulic fill which had been 
suggested for its development to 
raise it above high floods, 

Explaining his choice of the Tes- 
son Ferry site, he said in his re- 
port: “Although there are many 
reasons for suggesting this site, 
the principal one at the moment is 
that it offers the only available op- 
portunity to proceed and continue 
with actual construction at the 
speedy pace which would be de- 
manded by the Navy, and at the 
same time provide the nucleus of 
a field which can be expanded to 
major proportions in the postwar 
period.” 

Thinks County Will Co-operate, 

The report made no reference 
to delay which might result from 
the county’s opposition to the site 
but recommended appointment of 
the subcommittee to meet with the 
County Planning Commission and 
the other groups. “It is believed,” 
he said, that they “will be sym- 
pathetic to the city’s position and 
will offer constructive suggestions 
together with their co-operation.” 

As members of the subcommit- 
tee, Kinsey appointed to serve with 
him Mayor Kaufmann, City Coun- 
selor Joseph F. Holland, Albert 
Bond Lambert, Charles M. Polk 
and Director of Streets and Sewers 
Arthur C. Meyers. 


At the protest meeting at Con- 
cord Farmers’ Hall, Kendall Creecy, 
president of the Concord Improve- 
ment Association, brought cheers 
from the audience, which included 
members of five other community 
groups, when he asserted: “St. 
Louis wants to come out here and 
take our homes. I don’t think they 
will. We still have the St, Louis 
County Planning Commission and 
the County Court.” 

County Court Members’ View. 


Presiding Judge Luman F. Mat- 
thews of the County Court evoked 
prolonged applause when he gaid: 

“The County Court does not ap- 
prove an airport site here, I don’t 
think any of you are going to have 
to move very soon because of an 
airport down here.” 

He pointed out that the St. Louis 
Airport Commission formerly had 
approved the Columbia Bottoms 
site and expressed wonderment at 
the sudden change in its attitude 
toward that location after it had 
been approved by the County Plan- 
ning Commission, 

Associate Judge Henry W. J. 
Rott likewise pledged his support, 
saying, “This is no place for an 
airport. St. Louis must develop its 
airports in an orderly manner and 
not destroy our homes.” 

Third Member Against It, 

The third member of the County 
Court, Associate Judge Arthur 
Schmid, did not attend the pro- 
test meeting but today issued a 
statement. He said: 

“IT am opposed to the choice of 
any site for the city’s airport 
which would involve the loss of a 
highly developed residence area. 
Tesson Ferry is the most highly 
developed residentially of all the 
suggested sites. There is plenty 
of property available. Personally, 
I feel that the city should seek a 
second airport on the East Side. 
Difficulties of tax arrangements 
in IDlinois and such things are 
the city’s problem.” 

State Representative Hartwell 
G. Crain of St. Louis County told 
the protest meeting that St. Louis 
could not condemn land in St. 
Louis County without approval of 
the County Planning Commission. 

“We want to see St. Louis have 
a good airport,” he continued, “but 
we don’t want them to come out 
here and tear down houses we 
have built in conformity with the 
plan of the County Planning Com- 
misson.”

Cincinnati Firm, Two Executives 
Indicted on Fraud Charge. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 24 (AP).— 
The Justice Department announced 
a Federal grand jury in, Cincin- 
nati today returned an indictment 
charging the Schweitzer Brothers 
Co., Cincinnati, O., and two of its 
executives with sabotage and con- 
spiracy to* defraud the Govern- 
ment, 

In addition to the company, the 
indictment named William A. 
Schweitzer, president, and William 
F. Grizzell, foreman. 

The company, the Department 
said, held a subcontract with Gold- 
smith Metal Lath Co., Cincinnati, 
to weld links for tank baulks, 
which are used in connection with 
antisubmarine defense and sup- 
port heavy steel nets in harbor 
and other defenses. 

The indictment charged that the 
defendants knowingly caused the 
links to be welded in a defective 
manner “with the reason to believe 
that such acts might interfere 
with or obstruct the United States 
in carrying on the war.”

SUBSIDY; BACKERS

subsidy opponents were convinced 
they have more power now than 
they had last summer when Con- 
gress first voted to outlaw the 
subsidy program. That vote was 
nullified by a presidential veto 
which the House sustained. 

But yesterday’s House margin 
was big enough to over-ride an- 
other veto. 

Amendments Beaten. 

The House defeated compromises 
in turning down these amend- 
ments: 

1. By Representative Monroney 
(Dem.), Oklahoma — Three-way 
formula to continue subsidies 
through the canning season to 
Oct. 1, 1944, imiting them to a 
total of 750 million dollars and 
providing for their immediate 
discontinuance if .a general wage 
increase is granted above the 
“Little Steel” 15 per cent limit. 
The vote, by tellers, was 120 to 
154. 

2. By Representative Kunkel 
(Rep.), Pennsylvania—To give 
the subsidies one year of grace 
by granting a flat continuance to 
those now in effect through 1944, 
The standing vote was 90 to 143, 

3. By Representative Patmann 

(Dem.), Texas—Eliminating the 
subsidy prohibition § altogether, 
The vote, by tellers, was 102 to 
173. 
_ 4 By Representative Edwin 
Hall (Rep.), New York—To per- 
mit the CCC to acquire corn and 
other feed for cattle and poultry 
in feed shortage areas. The 
standing vote was 26 to 164. 

5. By Representative Hays 
(Dem.), Arkansas — To elimi- 
nate livestock feed subsidies from 
the prohibition, It was defeated, 
141 to 72. ; 

6. By Representative’ Richard- 
son (Dem,), Virginia—To con- 
tinue subsidies on sugar beets, 
Beaten, 143 to 90. 

7. By Representative Ford 
(Dem.), California—To eliminate 
the exemption in the bill which 
permits subsidies on soy beans, 
peanuts and cotton seed oil, 
Beaten, 147 to 34, 

8. By Representative O'Connor 
(Dem.), Montana—To provide for 
subsidies on cattle and sheep to 
increase production. 


Food Stamps Blocked. 

An attempt by Representative 
Herter (Rep.), Massachusetts, to 
incorporate a food stamp plan to 
provide relief for persons in the 
fixed income group, was blocked 
on a point of order. 

In last ditch pleas, Majority 
Leader McCormack said the sub- 
sidy bar would “prove a heavy blow 
to millions of consumers with fixed 
incomes.” Monroney said _ that 
“we're putting a match under the 
powder keg of inflation,” and Pit- 
man asserted it would “make it 
possible for us to lose the war, for 
people will not produce for worth- 
less money.” 

Against those arguments, oppo- 
nents of subsidies contended that 
prices should be allowed to “rise 
to their natural level at the mar- 
ket place,” that increased prices 
would encourage production, that 
continued subsidies mean “regi- 
mentation” and “socialization” of 
agriculture, 

Strategy by the coalition forces 
circumvented an attempt by the

> Patman planned to offer a mo-

OF MINE-RUN COAL 
AS FCG AND LUMP 


Louis L. Horen, Chair- 
man of Fuel Dealers’ 
Association, Cited 
Along - With Weigher. 


Louis Lee Horen, president of 
the Triangle Fuel Co., and chair- 
man of the St. Louis Fuel Dealers’ 
Association, has been ordered to 
appear in Police Court Dec. 21 to 
answer charges of misrepresenting 
mine-run coal as egg and lump 
coal and of furnishing coal other 


than that called for in contracts 
with customers. 

Commissioner of Weights and 
Measures Charles J. Eisenring told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter the ar- 
rest of Horen yesterday followed 
a five-week investigation which 
showed that Horen sold about 4000 
tons of mine-run coal at egg and 
lump prices, thereby realizing 
“thousands of dollars” in excess 
profits. 

Horen, 46 years old, 6221 Rose- 
bury avenue, who said he “em- 
phatically denies the charges,” was 
arrested with Ambrose Bretelle, 
5332 Lotus avenue, a weigher at 
the Triangle firm, who was ac- 
cused of misrepresenting the size 
and quality of coal he inspected 
and weighed. Horen and Bretelle 
were released on $500 bonds each 
for appearance before Police Judge 
George J. Grellner. 

Eisenring said his. investigators 
began their check on the opera- 
tions at the Triangle coal yard 
after more than 20 complaints had 
been received at his office from 
customers of Horen, who asserted 
the coa] they received from him 
“was practically all dirt.” 

“Inspectors watched Horen’s 
trucks load at the railroad yard,” 
Eisenring said, “and they saw that 
mine run coal was placed in the 
bottom of the trucks and covered 
with Arkansas egg or lump coal.” 
He explained that Horen charged 
$10.50 to $10.75 for this coal, when 
mine run coal at that time brought 
only $7.50 a ton. Bretelle, the 
weigher, was working under or- 
ders from Horen, Eisenring said. 

In his denial, Horen indicated 
that the smokeless coal he had ob- 
tained from Arkansas, West Vir- 
ginia, Virginia and Pennsylvania 
fields contained a large percentage 
of “fines,” or small particles that 
had accumulated in transit from 
breakage of lumps and he said “it 
is impossible for any coal dealer 
to distribute evenly the amount of 
fines and lumps in every load of 
coal.” 

In an effort to do this, however, 
he said he had paid $1000 in labor 
charges to have the coal forked 
over to separate the lumps from 
the smaller particles. 

Horen was in favor last month of 
suspending the city’s smoke ordi- 
nance to meet the coal shortage, 
and in September he went on rec- 
ord as being opposed to making 
any changes in the sources of the 
city’s coal supply, backing the 
smoke ordinance to the fullest. 
During the struggle to obtain an 
ordinance against smoke for the 
city in 1937, Horen advocated the 
expenditure of $150,000 for making 
tests of various processes’. that 
would make coal smokeless. 


One of Eight Freed of Conspiracy. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 24 (AP).—An 
indictment against Ralph Pierce of 
Chicago, one of eight men on trial 
charged with conspiring to extort 
more than one million dollars from 
motion picture producers, was dis- 
missed today. United States Dis- 
trict Judge John Bright said there 
was insufficient evidence to “tie 
him in with the conspiracy.”

Enemy Ambush.

42\—A group of United States Ma- 
y rines, aided by Doberman Pinscher 


dags, fought their way out of an 
ambush of camouflaged Japanese 
in the jungles on Bougainville 
island recently. 
The story was told today by a 
Marine combat correspondent, 
Tech. Sgt. Theodore (Ted) Link, of 
St. Louis, Mo. (Link recently had 
a narrow brush with death, being 
hit by fragments of the same Jap- 
anese bomb which killed an Aus- 
trallan newspaperman and wound- 
ed Associated Press war corres- 
pondent Rembert James). 
Link told how a Marine infantry 
company on the Numanuma trail 
in the vicinity of the American 
beachhead at Empress Augusta 
Bay encountered the Japanese, 
who killed a lieutenant and a pla- 
toon sergeant with the first bursts 
of fire and wounded a number of 
others, 

Sergeant Takes Over. 
PFC, John Hura of Wyandotte, 
Mich., said Sgt. Irving Brown of 
Roanoke, Ill., took command and 
ordered an advance, but more 
men were hit and the platoon had 
to retire under superior fire. 

“The machine-gun fire knocked 
my rifle out of my hands,” Hura 
related, “but not before I got the 
Jap that shot one of our men. 
Then PFC. Arthur Fewell, Little 
Rock, Ark., and I crawled out of 
the line of fire. Our squad leader 
was knocked out when a bullet 
creased his scalp, but didn’t kill 
him,” 

PFC, George Lukach of Cliffside 
Park, N. J, said trained Dober- 
man Pinscher dogs froze in their 
tracks, pointing to two enemy 
machine-gun nests which were 
knocked out quickly. Lukach 
aided in the rescue of several Ma- 
rines. A.major and another Ma- 
rine were killed and three others 
wounded while attempting to 
rescue a wounded man, 

The next day, the company com- 
mander, Capt. Sidney Altman of 
New York City, rallied his men 
and they drove off the Japanese, 
who left 25 dead. Thirty-five Ma- 
rines were killed. 

Patrol Escapes Trap. 

The exploits of another “lost 
patrol” of Marines were related 
by Tech. Sgt. Earl Johnson of 
Little Rock, Ark., also a Marine 
combat correspondent. 

Sgt. Johnson said that 22 mem- 
bers of a reconnaissance party 
stumbled into a Japanese ambush, 
but fought their way through the 
trap, killing 22 Japanese and mak- 


ing their way back to their own 
lines. PFC. Mark Ruckel of Clin- 
ton, Mo., and two other Marines 
became separated from the patrol, 
but reached their own lines, 
traveling by night and hiding by 
day and on occasion coming 80 
close to the enemy that they could 
see them burying their dead.

man counteroffensive had failed to 
break Russian positions in depth 
and indicated that the main Rus- 
sian line west of Kiev was intact 
for the decisive stage of the bat- 
tle, which has not yet been 
reached. 

The Germans paid heavily for 
their successes in the Kiev bulge, a 
Russian communique said. Fierce 
hand-to-hand fighting and savage 
gun duels cost them more than 100 
tanks and 2000 dead, the com- 
munique reported, and 19 Nazi 
planes were shot down as Red 
Army airmen struck massed blows 
at the advancing foe. Von Mann- 
stein was reported throwing large 
reserve forces into the battle. 

The Russian communique said 
that on all tronta yesterday 8000 
Germans were Killed and 180 Nazi 
tanks destroyed. 

Big Red Push in North. 

(German commentators continued 
to speak cautiously of the Nazi 
counter-offensive, representing it 


as primarily of defensive impor- 
tance. On the other hand; Berlin 
broadcasts told of a major new Rus- 
sian drive between Smolensk and 
Gomel which appeared to be aimed 
at Orsha and Mogilev, The Ger- 
mans said the Russians had thrown 
34 infantry divisions and six tank 
brigades—perhaps 450,000 men — 
into this battle which began a week 
ago. The Nazis admitted the Red 
Army had made two big breaches 
in their lines in White Russia. 
Moscow, which customarily does 
not report new Russian drives un- 
til some success has been achieved, 
has said nothing of operations in 
this sector.) 

The Red Army continued to 
Burge ahead on other sections of 
the front north and _ south of 
Kiev, particularly along the lower 


reaches of the Pripet River. 

Here more than 40 towns fell to 
Soviet forces, including the dis- 
trict center of Bragin, 65 miles 
southwest of German-helhd Gomel, 
in the triangle formed by the 
Dnieper and Pripet Rivers. 


Gomel Sector. 

In the Gomel area in White Rus- 
sia more than 1500 Germans were 
reported killed as the Russians en- 
larged their bridgehead on the 
western bank of the Sozh River 
north of the beleaguered German 
stronghold. The Germans lost 29 
planes in a fierce air battle which 
developed during this operation, 
the Russians said. Around Rech- 
itsa, west of Gomel, several towns 
fell into Russian hands, as well as 
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quantities of German war mate- 
rial. 


(The Germans admitted a with- 
drawal in the Gomel area. The 
Vichy radio said Gomel “has ful- 
filled an important tactical pur- 
pose in the past few months.” 
Such phrases usually. precede a 
withdrawal.) 


Dnieper Bend Fighting, 

Red Army forces in the Dnieper 
bend south of Kiev captured 19 
German strongpoints, including the 
rail center of Lekarevka, 23 miles 
southwest of Kremenchug, the 
Soviet communique, More’ than 
1000 Germans were killed and 
Soviet planes destroyed a_ troop 
train and 200 Army trucks, the 
communique added. 

(The Vichy radio reported a 
Soviet breakthrough in the Niko- 
pol sector, where manganese mines 
were a major prize. The report, 
unconfirmed from other sources, 
said violent fighting still was in 
progress.)

Ortiz last night belted the pre- 
viously unbeaten Detroiter, South- 
paw Benny Goldberg, from one 
corner of the ring to another and 
gained a unanimous verdict in 15 
rounds. It was the eighth defense 
of the title this year by the slug- 
ging Ortiz, most active champion 
in the game. 

The hard- -hitting Mexican, after 
being held about even for eight 
rounds, suddenly lashed out with 
a terrific body attack that all but 
exhausted his foe, 

Benny Stays Upright. 

In the eleventh, the tiring Gold- 
berg, who had been keeping out of 
range of Ortiz’s looping rights, was 
hit solidly on the jaw shortly after 
he answered the bell. Through 
the eleventh and twelfth he took 
heavy punishment and the 6500 
spectators, yelling themselves 
hoarse, fully expected Benny to 
drop to the canvas at any moment, 

Goldberg had a bad left eye cut 
and Ortiz’s nose was still bleeding 
from a stiff right he took in the 
fourth. Yet Goldberg, refusing to 
hold on, assimilated all Manuel 
had to offer. He was still swap- 
ping punches furiously at the fin- 
ish, even if there wasn’t any ques- 
tion ag to the outcome, 

Goldberg was cautious at _ the 
start, and Ortiz waited for the 
challenger to come to him. There 
were no knockdowns, but Ortiz 
once was pushed through the 
ropes. 

Ortiz weighed 117%, a half pound 
under the limit, and Goldberg 
weighed 116%, 

It took the El Centro (Cal.) 
Mexican boy a long time to warm 
up to his task, and the _ clever 
southpaw challenger made matters 
fairly interesting for the first 
eight rounds, 

From then on it was Ortiz all 
the way. Goldberg was rocked to 
his heels several times by Ortiz’s 
looping rights and stiff lefts to the 
body. The Detroiter was troubled 
by the cut at the corner of his left 
eye. 

Even though the champion won 
the fight by a wide margin, Gold- 
berg was game right down to the 
finish, and despite the terrific pun- 
ishment he absorbed, he seldom 
clinched. His worst round was 
the fourteenth, when he took a 
terrific right to the jaw and his 
legs sagged, but he came back 
wildly attempting to slug it out in 
the hope of getting across a really 
damaging blow. 

Previous to last night’s fight, 
Goldberg had won 22 in succession 
and he still boasts the record of 
never being knocked off his feet 
in professional competition, Ortiz’s 
victory was hig twenty-elghth ina 
row and it avenged two beatings 
Goldberg administered to him sev- 
eral years ago when the boys were 
preliminary fighters.

ABOARD THE FLAGSHIP OF AN AMPHIBIOUS INVASION

OR days this powerful flotilla comprising transports, more than 
a score of warships and tens of thousands of men, has been 
practicing for the offensive which threatens grave setbacks for 


the Japanese in the Central Pacific. 

This was a training exercise, but more than merely that, it was 
a full-scale dress rehearsal for the ee single punch America 
has yet swung in this Pacific war. 


These crack Army and Marine 
troops, churning in practive toward 
the beaches 
fast assault boats, are» members of 
an “Amphibious Corps” and they 
had begun training intensively for 
this kind of work long before this 
rehearsal started. But despite this 
wealth of earlier training, they 
have found that this rehearsal is: 
educational, for the show 
under the personal direction of this’ 
nation’s and perhaps the world’s 
leading master of the art of am- 
phibious war. 

He is R. Adm. Richmond Kelly 
Turner, organizer of the Guadal- 
canal and Rendova campaigns. 
Under his aegis the present suc- 
cessful drive to clean out the en- 
tire Solomons area was planned 
and begun. Since midsummer, 
when he was relieved as command- 
er of amphibious forces in the 
South Pacific, Turner has been 
busy on plans for forthcoming op- 
erations, working under Adm. 
Chester W. Nimitz, Commander-in- 
Chief in the Pacific, and V. Adm. 
Raymond A. Spruance, now desig- 
nated commander of the Central 
Pacific forces. 


Carriers in Force. 

Exactly where the new drives, 
will be launched is a_ secret at 
this writing but there is plenty of 
evidence in this training 
tion that we are getting ready to 
take an island or group of islands 
which are heavily defended.

Sometimes our planes simulate 
enemy planes and sweep in against 
in- mock torpedo and 
dive-bomber attacks. High aloft, 
fast planes haul sleeves for anti- 
aircraft gunners to practice on. 

This kind of operation is the 
most complex, most mechanized, 
most scientific of all modern com- 
bat operations. Thousands of indi- 
viduals, scores of ships, hundreds 
of planes must be co-ordinated to 
the nth degree in an infinite va- 
riety of maneuvers and move- 
ments. Only a miracle of modern 
electrical communications could 
a the necessary teamwork pos- 
sible 

In a rehearsal such as this, the 
correspondent can enjoy the dra- 
matic values of this awesome spec- 
tacle without experiencing the un- 
pleasant hazards which will prob- 
ably be present when the real 
thing comes off. For men partic- 
ipating in this job, the work is 
nearly as difficult as the actual 
operation. The amphibious com- 
manders from Adm, Turner down 
spot flaw after flaw which must 
be patiently and painfully cor- 
rected. 

If anybody can iron out the 
bugs, these leaders can. This am- 
phibious staff has changed con- 
siderably since I knew it in the 
South Pacific, but newcomers for 
the most part are themselves South 
Pacific veterans. Capt. Paul S. 
Theiss, Indiana, Pa., the new staff 
chief, was commander of the prin- 
cipal combat transport divisions 
“down South.” Later he went 
ashore at Rendova as commander 
of the assault flotillas which did 
such magnificent work in trans- 
porting our forces across to New 
Georgia. Theiss’ transports re- 
peatedly eluded determined Jap air 
attacks without the loss of a ship. 

One night, I was with Capt. 
Theiss when the Japanese tried to

‘and I saw him maneuver his big 
fleet so dexterously that not only

The McCawley was a converted 
passenger liner — waddling and 
clumsy. Now we are riding a 
battleship whose topside is the 
proverbial porcupine’s back of 
bristling antiaircraft. Such ships 
are not so vulnerable to air attack 
as they used to be. Modern anti- 
aircraft has grown very formi- 
dable and nowhere in the world is 
there such a concentration of it 
as on the decks of such a ship 
as this. 

There are other battleships in 
our force as well as cruisers, de- 
stroyers and carriers. Our big, 
fast transports are not the mass- 
production LSTs (landing ship, 
tanks) and LCIs (landing craft, in- 
fantry) so prominent of late but 
the older type of converted liners 
which make high speeds and carry 
huge loads of cargo and troops 
over distances—another indication 
that this is going to be a long 
jump.

Conquerors Blamed. 


The Japanese have flooded the 
nvaded countries with paper 
money which deteriorates steadily 
in value. They have been unable 
to supply their vassal states and 
colonies with more than a frac- 
tion of their requirements of man- 
ufactured goods. There is not a 
country in East Asia which is 
nearly as well off economically as 
before the war. How much of this 
is attributable to the war, how 
much to Japanese bungling, is 
hard to say, but whatever the 
causes, it is the natural tendency 
of the victimized peoples to put 
all the blame on their conquerors. 

In occupied China, the popula- 
tion is almost universally, though 
passively, anti-Japanese. Economic 
conditions in free China are just 
about as bad, and _ considerable 
numbers of refugees are escaping 
from the occupied regions into 
Chungking territory. 

The Japanese have done nothing 
to make themselves popular. The 
“New China policy,” involving the 
abolition of extraterritoriality and 
the return of concessions, foreign 
settlements and a few confiscated 
factories to Chinese control, has 
done little or nothing to reduce 
anti-Japanese feeling. The only 
ones who have benefited are a few 
Chinese quislings who have stepped 
into high titles with fat salaries, 


Many Chinese Starving.

Moreover, there 
is no substitute in China for the 
full rice bow! as a political weapon. 
In occupied China today the rice 
bowl is lighter than it has been for 
years.

Steinbeck Finds 
Destroyer Is a 
Gallant Ship 


Busiest Craftin Fleet 
Are Deadly and 
First to Fight, He 
Learns.

DESTROYER is a lovely ship, 
probably the nicest fighting 
ship of all. Battleships are a 
little like steel cities or great fac- 
tories of destruction. Aircraft car- 
riers are floating flying fields. 
Even cruisers are big pieces of 
machinery. But a destroyer is all 
boat. In the beautiful clean lines 
of her, in her speed and roughness, 
in her curious gallantry, she is 
completely a ship, in the old' sense. 
For one thing, a destroyer is 
small enough so that her captain 
knows his whole crew personally, 
knows all about each one as a per- 
son, his first name and his chil- 
dren and the trouble he has been 
in and is capable of getting into. 
There is an ease on a destroyer 
that is good and a good relation- 
ship among the men, Then, if she 
has a good captain, you have some- 

thing really worth serving on. 


The battleships are held back for 
a killing blow, and such a blow 
sometimes happens only once in 
awar. The cruisers go in second, 
but the destroyers work all the 
time. They are probably the busi- 
est ships of a fleet. In a major 
engagement, they do the scouting 
and make the first’contact. They 
convoy, they run to every fight. 
Wherever there is a mess, the de- 
stroyers run first. 

They are not lordly like the bat- 
tleships, nor episcopal like the 
cruisers. Most of all, they are 
ships, and the men who work 
thera are seamen. In rough weath- 
er they are rough, honestly and

No Dull Moments. 


A destroyer-man is never bored 
in wartime, for a destroyer is a 
seaman’s ship. She can get under 
way at the drop of a hat. The 
water under fantail boils like a 
Niagara. She will go rippling along 
at 35 knots with the spray sheet- 
ing over her and she will turn and 
fight and run, drop depth charges, 
bombard and ram, She is expend- 
able and dangerous. And because 
she is all these things, a destroy- 
er’s crew is passionately posses- 
sive. Every man knows his ship, 
every inch of it, not just his own 
station. . 

The destroyer X is just such a 
ship. She has done many thou- 
sands of miles since the war 
started. She has bombed, and tor- 
pedoes have gone under her bow. 
She has convoyed and fought. Her 
captain is a young, dark-haired 
man, and his executive officer 
looks like a blond undergraduate.

This represents the amount of 
water which poured into the neg- 
lected coal mines of the Donbas 
during two years of German occu- 
pation, according to estimates of a 
Soviet scientist, G. A. Lomov. The 
physical task of pumping it out, 
he believes, will represent from 60 
to 75 per cent of the whole prob- 
lem of resuming coal production 
which, in turn, will determine the 
future production date of furnaces, 
mills and all basic industries in 
most of the area which has been 
liberated. 


If the job sounds easy, it should 
be recalled that the mines of 
North Russia were not cleared for 
three years after the last war, 
despite the establishment of a spe- 
cial reconstruction organization 
and despite the fact that the flood- 
ed section then was only about 
one-third as great as those in the 
southern part of the Soviet Union. 


If the water were removed from 
the Donbas pits at the same rate 
as before, it would require 10 years 
to finish the job, Lomov says. 

The problem is complicated. 
Pumps require motors, which must 
be manufactured. Motors need 
power, power requires dams which 
have been destroyed, or coal for 
generating plants which, in turn, 
must be transported from distant 
portions of the Soviet Union over 
railroads which have already been 


called upon to achieve miracles. in 


One expert 
who recently toured the deves- 
tated Donbas area doubted wheth- 
er any substantial output of pow- 
er, even from temporary installa- 
tions, could be obtained before the 
end of the year. 


Vast Repairs Necessary.

HE Treasury placed before the 
T word today the second of two 

suggested blueprints for post- 
war financial co-operation de 
signed to provide a foundation for 
peace and prosperity. 

Previously outlined in broad 
principles, the preliminary draft 
for.a 10-billion-dollar United Na- 
tions bank for reconstruction and 
development was submitted to sev- 
en congressional committees and 
finance ministers of nearly 40 na- 
tions. Similar in some respects to 
this country’s 12-year-old Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation, the 
proposed bank would encourage 
and supplement the flow of private 
capital into foreign investments. 

The Treasury had previously 
published a proposal for an eight- 
billion-dollar international stabil- 
ization fund aimed at curbing fluc- 
tuating money rates and thereby 
promoting world trade. 

While emphasizing that neither 
proposal has officia] status nor ap- 
proval of any Government agency, 
the Treasury in each instance in- 
vited discussion and suggestions. 
Secretary Morgenthau said the 
technical staffs of the Treasury 
and other departments believed the 
two projects “could help provide a 
sound financial foundation on 
which private enterprise can build 
a prosperous world economy.” 

Harry D. White, Treasury mone 
tary expert and author of both 
proposals, said no appropriation 
would be asked for pending a pro- 
jected international conference 
this winter to discuss the plans. 

“To spend hundreds of billions 
to fight a war thrust upon us and 
then to balk at investing a few bil- 
lions to help assure peace and pros- 
perity would appear to be a singu- 
larly unwise policy,” said Morgen- 
thau. 

The projected bank would en- 
courage and supplement loans of 
private capital not only to rebuild

To Bolster Public Confidence 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

If it is desirable to authorize searches 
and seizures with no more court orders 
than in raids by Carry Nation, or Victor 
Miller with a pad of blank search war- 
rants in his pocket, the Constitutional 
Convention can make such power clear. 
A Gestapo will be more modern than 
our outmoded Constitution. 

Back in the ’70s, our Supreme Court 
said that a search warrant issued by 
the president of the St. Louis Police 
Board was void, and that Maj. Rain- 
water, who signed it, could be compelled 
to pay for the alleged,gambling devices 
which had been destroyed (Lowry vs. 
Rainwater, 70 Mo. 152), Then the Legis- 
lature tried to patch up the St. Louis 
police search law by calling the presi- 
dent of the board a “magistrate” with 
the power of a court to try citizens and 
determine title to property. 

That hocus-pocus rather obviously con- 
flicts with anotker provision of our out- 
moded Constitution, which lists the 
courts of the State and prevents the 
Legislature from creating others. (Con- 
gress is not so restricted by our Federal 
Constitution.) 

If it is not desirable to attach the 
power of search and seizure to members 
of the Police Board, or to Captains or 
Sergeants of police, the Constitutional 
Convention can say clearly that such 
power shall remain in the courts, where 
it has been since statebood in 1821, and 
where a well-established procedure has 
sufficed for prosecutors throughout the 
State. 

In either case, the Constitutional Con- 
vention will improve public confidence 
if it requires officials to face a ques- 
tion-and-answer hour from time to time 
like that in the British Parliament. The 
public is entitled to two different things 
from officials: first, good work; second, 
enough knowledge of what is going on to 
be assured that all is well, and to enjoy 
a “contented hour” when thinking of 
public matters. 

Regular meetings in the Kiel Audi- 
torium, with officials on the spot on the 
stage, and delegates from the Chamber 
of Commerce and Central Trades and 
Labor Union to lead the discussion, 
would eliminate thoughts of the Star 
Chamber, periods of no comment and 
injustice to the officials themselves.

The House Wants Inflation 


Congress needs to do exactly the opposite of 
what, with an amazing sense of irresponsibility, 
it is on the verge of doing. Instead of repealing 
food-price. subsidies—as the House voted yester- 
day to do, by a 278-to-117 majority—Congress 
ought to increase and extend these defenses 
against inflation. : 

A 7 per cent ificrease in food prices, which 
OPA Administrator Bowles has declared would 
result immediately if food subsidies were brought 
to an end, would be enough to provoke disastrous 
results in an already bad labor situation. It 
would be only the beginning of spiraling prices 
accompanied by the mounting demands of organ- 
ized wage-earners. 

An end to subsidies would mean the sure end 
of the Little Steel formula, the future of which 
is already problematical. For, as Mr. Bowles 
warned, subsidy is our only weapon for holding 
the line, and if we throw away that weapon, we 


cannot fall back to a second line of defense 


against inflation, but will be routed. 
Representative Cochran of St. Louis very 
cogently pointed out that the increases in vet- 
erans’ compensations and in aid to dependents of 
veterans, which the House unanimously agreed 
were necessary to provide them enough to live on, 
would be quickly wiped out by the inflation that 
would follow elimination of subsidies. , 
A million and a half railroad workers, 50,000 
aluminum workers and 900,000 steel workers, all 


of whom are demanding wage increases tn excess 


of the Little Steel formula, are watching Con- 
gress. If Congress yields to the selfish, short- 
sighted demands of the farm bloe, there are bound 
to be strikes and more strikes. The only course 
that will prevent such ruinous consequences is 
that of more and better subsidies to hold the price 
line and, when necessary, to throw it back. 

Existing subsidies are needed to prevent price 
increases in such staples as milk and meat. 

Still further subsidies are needed, particularly 
for fresh vegetables and fruits, which, President 
Roosevelt reported recently, rose 58 per cent in 
the eight months up to last May, compared with 
a rise of only 4 per cent in the whole range of 
other foods. 

The extent to which the prices of subsidized 
foods have been held to the line is sufficient argu- 
ment for the subsidy program. Neither OPA 
nor Congress knows any other way to accomplish 
the results. The results are indispensable, and 
the alternative would be ruinous. 

The President said in his hold-the-line order of 
April: “To hold the line we cannot tolerate fur- 
ther increases in prices affecting the cost of liv- 
ing or further increases in general wage or salary 
rates.” Congress now proposes not merely to 
tolerate increases but actually to incite them. 

The House vote of yesterday, bolstered by falla- 
cious arguments about letting prices “rise to their 
natural level in the market place,” is bad news 
for the American people. The Senate seemingly 
is prepared to follow suit. A veto by the Presi- 
dent is predicted, but the overwhelming House 
vote indicates that the veto will be sustained only 
if the people let their Congressmen know, in em- 
phatic terms, that they don’t want inflation. 
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Self-Insurance for St. Louis 


At last something is going to be done abeut 
the prolonged and needless waste caused by the 
city government’s policy of carrying commercial 
insurance policies on municipal property. Comp- 
troller Nolte announces that he is preparing a 
plan for self-insurance, to be submitted shortly 
to the Board of Estimate and Apportionment. 

It has been more than two years since the 
Mayor’s‘Survey Committee, using figures compiled 
by the Governmental Research Institute, showed 
that St. Louis had paid out $956,498 for insurance 
in 40 years, and had collected $66,319 on losses— 
a return of 6.9 cents on thé dollar. The mystery 
is why such an unbusiness-like procedure was con- 
tinued for so many years, even after the figures 
were brought to light. The Obvious corrective is 
a municipal sinking fund, such as many other 
cities adopted long ago, to pay for repaifs and 
replacements. Mr. Nolte now proposes that $50,- 
000 a year be set aside until $250,000 is on hand, 
when policies would no longer be renewed. 

That will mean a sizable saving for the tax- 
payer, and the institution of a modern method 
in city finances. 
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Gen. Patton Loses His Temper 


The best resources of medical science are being 
used, and with considerable success, to treat 
shell-shocked soldiers; or, as. they are now 
called, cases of battle fatigue. But what’s to be 
done about a three-star General who forgets all 
he ever heard about battle fatigue when he en- 
counters a weeping soldier on a hospital cot, flies 
into a fury, berates and curses the man, and 
finally strikes him a blow across the back of 
the head? 

Lt. Gen. Patton had also been under the strain 
of battle when the deplorable episode in Sicily 
occurred, and that fact is advanced to explain 
his explosion of ill temper. But Patton is an ex- 
perienced soldier, who takes conspicuous pride in 
his acknowledged qualities of leadership. There 
is a special obligation upon a commander to prac- 
tice the self-control which Army training strives 
to instill into his men, to practice it especially 
when he meets the pitiable spectacle of a young 
soldier whose nerves have momentarily given way 
under the ordeal of war. 

The episode may have been closed by Patton's 
apologies, in response to Gen. Eisenhower’s order 
that he make amends or lose his command. But 
the facts surrounding its disclosure do not add 
to the credibility rating of official announcements 
from Allied Headquarters at Algiers. 

After the story was first made public, in a radio 
talk by Drew Pearson, headquarters issued a 
statement on Monday that appeared to be a 
blanket denial. It even said that “Gen, Patton 
has never been reprimanded at any time by Gen, 
Eisenhower or by anybody else in this theater.” 

When headquarters decided yesterday to make 
an official statement and permit correspondents 
to disclose the facts, the original disclaimer stood 
out as a piece of pettifogging equivocation. Hisen- 
hower’s remarks to Patton may not have been 
a technical reprimand, but in describing them, 
correspondents and spokesmen used such terms 
as “castigated,” “denounced,” “criticised merci- 
lessly” and “took the hide off him.” The facts

of the case are bad enough, but the effort to 
cover them up is inexctisable. 

The hysterics on the part of the Seventh Army 
commander are seemingly wfider control. But 
what about the verbal acrobatics of the Algiers 
communique-writers? 


A Lull in Lebanon 


Gen. Georges Catroux, one of fallen France’s 
undefeatables and a conscientious, trusted repre- 
sentative of the Algiers Committee, has put a 
calm upon the Lebanese storm. President Khoury 
of Lebanon has been reinstated—although not 
Premier Riad Sohl—and promise has been made 
to negotiate the question of full independence, 
Delegate General Helleu has been recalled in 
reprimand for his hasty, ill-considered action in 
dissolving the Lebanese Parliament and precipi- 
tating the outbreak. The acting Delegate General 
has announced reinstatement of the Chamber of 
Deputies, restoration of the major platforms of 
the Constitution. 

These actions still the tempest momentarily, 
but do not harness the angry old winds of na 
tionalism, colonial repression and histori¢’ rest- 
lessness that have blown trouble across this cor- 
ner of the world for hundreds of years, rior do 
they further that recognition for the French Com- 
mittee of National Liberation which would enable 
it to function as a provisional government. In 
the light of Moscow’s nod of approval, it can do 
so. In the light of qualified, ambiguous recogni- 
tion from Britain and the United States, it can- 
not. The unanswered question, then—further con- 
fused by ericouragement of the cause of Lebanese 


nationalism from Washington—is this: How can — 


a government that is hot a government act like 
a government? By what authority can the Al- 
giers Committee grant to a colony, mandated to 
France by the League of Nations, an independence 
it does not have itself? 

Walter Lippmann, whose stout lance has always 
been at ready for the cause of the French Com- 
mittee, looks to the Middle East, to the Lebanese 
issue as a fuse that might set off far more serious 
disturbances among a hundred million Moslem 
Arabs, and may “tend to drive Britain and the 
United States apart.” 

Any temptation for statesmen who do not ad- 
mire De Gaulle as unreservedly as the Frerch 
themselves do to use the Lebanese problem to 
discredit him “must be resisted,” Lippmann says. 
He bélieves hasty and angry action would serious- 
ly jeopardize “much that was achieved at the 
Moscow conference.” ‘ 

This is the familiar advice of Cato the Younger 
—use gentleness to temper the sting of power. 
Britain and America must be cautious to use their 
strength wisely and for the common good, lest it 
make enemies for them. 
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Another Blow on Berlin 


Fire and brimstone descended on Berlin again 
last night from the moonless skies; again the 
thundering might of Allied air power wrought 
ruin in the very heart of the Nazi war machine. 

The bombers came last night in as vast a cloud 
as that of Monday night, when 1000 of the 
R, A. F.'s biggest and most destructive brought 
war home to the millions who inhabit the Ger- 
man capital. Allied losses were less than the 
night before; only 20, compared with 26. Obvi- 
ously, the Nasi defenders aré having their troubles. 

The fact that such blows could be delivered on 
two nights in succession speaks a solemn warn- 
ing to the German people. Perhaps they will 
suffer more if the nights to come, in a climactic, 
furious assault which eonceivably may make them 
responsive to a new call for unconditional sur- 
render, It is up to the Nazis; they can stop it. 
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Editor & Publisher’s Grievance 


The Senate has passed the Bankhead bill, for 
Government payments to newspapers fof war- 
bond advertising, but Editor & Publisher is dis- 
satisfied. This is very strange, because Bditor 
& Publisher started thé campaign for Government 
advertising almost two years ago, crusaded vig- 
orously for it and lambasted all critics who called 
the plan a@ subsidy. Now, however, it prints an 
editorial entitled, “This Bill Should Be Beaten,” 
and calls the measure “the first step toward sub- 
sidizing the small newspapers of thé country.” 

Why is Editor & Publisher dissatisfied? Its 
grieYance is that the Senate halved the fund pro- 
vided by the bill, and ordered that the money 
be spent only on newspapers in cities of less than 
10,000 population. That changes everything, so 
far as E & P is concerned, The bill is no lonker 
a patriotic plan for selling war bonds and a piece 
of justice for harried publishers; “class legisla- 
tion is the kindest term” that the trade journal 
now can think of. By leaving out the city papers, 
the bill has become “a straight attempt to hand 
a piece of Treasury funds to a specified section 
of the press.” 

One of Elmer Davis’ reasons for opposing the 
original bill was that it applied only to the press, 
and excluded such advertising media as radio, 
billboards, car cards, etc. That charge of dis- 
crimination didn’t disturb Editor & Publisher at 
all, Could it be that, in charging discrimination 
now, it’s being a mite inconsistent? 
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The Airport Commission Acts 


The Municipal Airport Commission and Mayor 
Kaufmann went to work with rolled-up sleeves 
yesterday and adopted a resolution with biceps. 
They recommended immediate expenditure of 
$7,500,000 on the Tesson Ferry road site, and the 
earmarking of 10 million dollars for airport de- 
velopment in the bond issue to be voted on next 
year, This is the sort of action that speaks louder 
than verbs. 

The Mayor returned from Washington, and a 
healthy exposure to men in and out of govern- 
ment who have advanced cases of air fever, with 
a new grasp of St. Louis’ problems and a new 
vision of the future. He appears feady to give 
every needed impetus to the fulfillment of a com- 
munity responsibility—that of making St. Louis 
a major terminal on the “Main Street of the Air.” 

Several members of the commission who still 
favor the Columbia Bottoms site—pointing out 
that similar fills elsewhere are successful—have 
not pressed their preference. A third airport will 
be needed within a few years, they are confident, 
even after immediate enlargement of Lambert 
Field facilities and the development of Tesson 
Ferry, Columbia Bottoms, which allows for un- 
limited expansion, will be just as available then.

Are the Moscow agreements a solid basis 
for postwar collaboration with Russia, or 
are they undermined by a Russian imperial- 
ism which is bound to create new wars? 


It would be naive to think that a few com- 
mon declarations are sufficient to solve per- 
manently the difficult problems «f East 
and West. 


An appreciable number of serious people 
still maintain an insurmountable distrust of 
Russia and see in these declarations an in- 
filtration into the affairs of the West by 
a new nationalistic Russia which continues 
the old imperialistic policy of the Czars. 
Quite a number of people, too easily en- 
thusiastic about present Russian policies, 
are inclined to forget some important prin- 
ciples in their desire to collaborate. 


As a middle way between those two more | 


or less extreme attitudes, some simple con- 
clusions may be said to express the Christian 
judgment which is gaining ground. 


As there are sufficient signs that Russia 
is developing certain non-imperialistic ten- 
dencies, it is reasonable to pursue a realis- 
tic policy of collaboration with the Russians 
not only in the military but also in the po- 
litical field, é 


Russia Wants to Collaborate 


There is no doubt that the Moscow Con- 
ference has manifested that Russia desires 
an era of peaceful collaboration, The dec- 
laration would have been less specific if 
Russia had been animated by a contrary 
spirit. The recognition “of the necessity of 
establishing at the earliest practical date a 
general international organization based on 
the principle of the sovereign equality of 
all peace-loving states” is definitely anti- 
imperialistic. 

Those who have studied the new trends 
in Russia see that the Russian masses have, 
during 25 years of ideological experiments, 
victoriously maintained their religious tra- 
dition and have proved that they have 
quite as large a proportion of decent peo- 
ple as any other nation, They see that the 
elementary realism of the present rulers 
has increasingly shelved the old-time athe- 
istic sectarianism and has obtained a large 
popular support for simple national ideals. 


It is reasonable to share the belief ex- 
pressed by Cordell Hull that “the co-opera- 
tion was founded on confidence and was to 
mutual advantage.” 


No More Isolationism Likely 


This confidence is solid because it is 
joined to realistic considerations. Russia 
has many material reasons to collaborate in 
the establishment of a peaceful postwar era 
which will allow her to rebuild her de- 
stroyed industries and guarantee to a new 
generation the welfare denied in the revolu- 
tionary and wartime period, 


As the practical machinery for regular 
co-operation between the United Nations 
is set up, there is no reason to believe that 
Russia will relapse into isolationism. 


As long as Russia was in isolation, mis- 
understandings, prejudices and even hatreds 
sprang up inevitably and throve in an at- 
mosphere of suspicion. Now that Russian 
ris agin gba will be sitting at the same 
table with those of the great democratic 
nations, they will see many realities which 
had not claimed their attention in a prac- 
tically hermetically sealed Russia. 


They will inevitably discover that not all 
statesmen of cCapitalistic nations are re- 
actionaries, and they will come into the at- 
mosphere of that specifically Anglo-Ameri- 
can fair-play mentality and open-minded- 
ness which deeply impresses all foreigners 
who come in contact with it, 


Toward Freedom of Religion 


One of the wisest political conclusions in 
this matter is contained in the phrase in 
which Father Manley, Spiritual Director of 
the Holy Name in Toronto, summed up a 
lecture by former Ambassador Joseph Da- 
vies, which he had attended as the repre- 
sentative of his Archbishop. This conclu- 
sion was: “What we think about Russia is 
not so important as what Russia thinks 
about us.” 


As the Moscow pacts include the seeds of 
certain sound and universal principles of 
state philosophy, it is reasonable to expect 
that world unity can grow under the in- 
spiration of these self-evident truths which 
are above politics. 


The seven-point pact on Italy states that 
“freedom of speech, of religious worship, of 
political belief, of press and of public meet- 
ing shall be restored in full measure to the 
Italian people.” Freedom of speech, of 
press and public meeting comprise, with- 
out any doubt, freedom of religious educa- 
tion and propaganda. 


The Soviet Government has, for the first 
time, acknowledged that certain basic 
rights included in natural law must be pro- 
tected, This does not mean that these 
rights are at this moment protected in Rus- 
sia, or that the Soviet Government intends 
to start applying these principles in its own 
country immediately. However, these same 
rights, with the addition of the rights to 
private property and the guarantee of work, 
have been pledged by the unofficial Free 
Germany Committee of Moscow to the Ger- 
man people, which could not have been done 
without at least the approval of the Soviet 
Government, 


The Soviet Is Committed 


This declaration about the rights of the 
Italian people is an official commitment 
of the Soviet Government. It is possible to 
foresee that, in the normal development of 
things, these principles will be recognized 
as being universally applicable to all people 
living in normal conditions. 


It is not impossible that one day a politi- 
cally mature Russia will start applying to 
herself these principles, some of which have 
been recognized under personal impetus of 
Stalin in the Constitution of 1936, 

The seed of universal truths included in 
the Moscow pacts may normally grow to be 
stronger than nationalist, imperialist and 
totalitarian tendencies, The will of the peo- 
ple is, in the long run, stronger than the 
will of authoritarian statesmen. And the will 
of the people tends, primarily,-to establish, 
above the reach of political fluctuations, the 
inalienable rights to life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness.

Three New Books on India, 
A Vital Problem of Allies 


“Introduction to India,” by F. R. Moraes and Reberé 
Stimsun. (Oxford University Press, New Work.) 
“Subject India,” by H. N. Brallsferd, (John Day Can 

New York.) 

“Report on India,” by T. A. Raman. (Oxford Usi- 
versity Press, New York.) 

The United Nations’ relief of China and 
frontal attack on Japan must be based on 
India. How solid a base have we? That 
immediate question, and more perplexing 
ones for those who wonder about a third 
world war, invite a closer look at India than 
most Americans have taken. 

Soldiers and sailors shipping for duty in 
India will do well to read the handy “Intro- 
duction to India.” It may not be as pointed 
as a G. I, disembarkation handbook, but it 
does have sections on India's fighting forces, 
common Hindustani terms, etiquette. For 
arm-chair strategists, it lacks only mape 
to provide a completely up-to-date reference,

Most of us are primarily interested in the 
political question: Churchill's unequivocal 
concept of empire vs, independence and 
pride. On this, the other books focus the 
light of controversy. You can’t finish either 
book without realizing that there are 
barbed-wire entanglements of history and 
psychology in the way of an easy answer. 

Mr. Brailsford, venerable but keen British 
Socialist that he is, argues frankly for In- 
dian independence now. He has a practical 
plan which rests on two assumptions. First, 
Indian native princedoms must no longer 
be bolstered by British force, but must be 
treated as a part of the Indian nation. Seo- 
ond, Indian self-direction for war is the 
critical question, 

Mr. Raman, though less frankly partisan 
at the start, sees the barriers to substantial 
independence during the war as larger than 
the game is worth. He feels, as does Mr. 
Brailsford, that the Hindu-Mosiem quarrel 
can be kept within bounds when the chips 
are down, But he thinks that when Britain 
offers immediate dominion status after the 
war for India outside the princedoms, that 
will be enough and in time, The earlier 
chapters of his book present an overwhelm- 
ing case in geography and tradition for a 
single Indian federation. Both men regard 
Gandhi as an unpredictable saint whose 
very pre-eminence is apt to set the Indian 
parties off the track. 

« ~ 

But poverty, not politics, is the first prob- 
lem of India, whose 390,000,000 people live 
on incomes of some $18.60 per year each. All 
three books agree on this point. It is con- 
firmed all too har&hly by the American 
press with news of 90,000 deaths tn a week 
of the present famine, Britain beara great 
responsibility for famine and poverty, ac- 
cording to Brailsford, and according te 
Moraes and Stimson as well. But the ques 
tion is: Can the dominant Congress party, 
led emotionally by a Gandhi blind to eco 
nomic realities, carry on India’s indus 
trialization and develop her resources? 

I think it may depend on how much tech- 
nical and financial help the United Nations 
can give India without substituting a new 
imperialism for the British. Brailsford asks, 
“On a rough estimate, how many hundreds 
or thousands of millions would it be worth 
to us during a generation, in good will and 
a lower level of armament, if across the 
Atlantic, in Russia and in Asia men ceased 
to use the two words ‘British imperialism’?

UP MEMORIAL PLANS 


‘Something More Than Mere 
Statue’ Sought—To Urge 
River Improvement. 


Plans for a war memorial, hon- 


oring the men from St. Louis and 
vicinity who have lost their lives 
in the present war, will be consid- 
ered by the Metropolitan Plan As- 
sociation. This decision was made 
yesterday immediately after the 
members of the association had 
adopted a constitution at a meet- 
ing in Hotel Jefferson. 

In addition to seeking an ade- 
quate war memorial —“something 
more than a mere statue, or 
plaque”’—the group voted to enter 
into the movement for improve- 
ment of Mississippi River facilities 
and flood control and indorsed a 
suggestion that the Missouri Con- 
stitutional Convention consider a 
proposal that political subdivisions 
of the State contribute to and co 
operate with regional planning. 

At a meeting of directors of the 
association, following the member- 
ship meeting at the hotel, A, P. 
Greensfelder proposed that the 
group authorize the executive com- 
mittee to explore the’ possibilities 
of establishing a regional memorial 
to the men who have died for their 
country from this area. 

“We should try to get something 
useful like a parkway, a park, a 
recreational ground, something 
that those soldiers over there are 
fighting for,” Greensfelder said. 
“Then, if we decide on a park, or 
parkway, we can have as many 
plaques and statues as you like.” 

Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann an- 
nounced Saturday the appointment 
of a committee of representatives 
of business, patriotic organizations 
and civic groups to study plans 
and erect a memorial to the war 
dead from St. Louis. The Mayor's 
action came after he had read in 
the Post-Dispatch of a temporary 
plywood memorial erected at Seat- 
tle, Wash, 

At the next meeting of the as- 
sociation Dec. 28, a representative 
of the Army Engineers’ office will 
be invited to explain the Army’s 
program for river development and 
flood control. Meanwhile, B. C. 
McCurdy, acting chairman, has 
been instructed to attend all flood 
control meetings on the Kast Side 
to learn, if possible, of develop- 
ments there. 

The constitution of the associa- 
tion, as adopted, makes the group 
& permanent organization and sets 
forth its aim as the development 
of already established world-wide 
business and commerce in St. Louis 
and the five surrounding counties 
and to enhance residential and 
business property values. by. post- 
war public and private works. A 
nucleus of the present organiza- 
tion was informally appointed last 
July 22 by the late Mayor William 
Dee Becker.

The Ukraine factories made ce- 
ment, glass and graphite and even 
produced half of all the central 
heating equipment in the Soviet 
Union. 


Two groups of experts from the 
commissariat of the building ma- 
terials industry, headed by assist- 
ant commissars, are already at 
work in the Ukraine organizing 
the restoration of these vital com- 
modities. Rebuilding has begun on 
15 major projects, but it will be 
months: before they are producing 
in anything like the quantities suf- 
ficient to meet the demands. 

Much emphasis is also being 
placed on smaller-scale building 
materials concerns serving local

They 
had apparently been used by the 
Germans for producing commercial 
alcohol from the limited beet crop 
that they managed to squeeze from 
the peasants in these sections. 
Some plants, he said, can only be 
torn down and the materials used 
in building others. 

Among the greatest needs of the 
liberated areas are small factories 
for making and repairing shoes, 
clothing, furniture and _ similar 
items of consumers’ goods, but 
even these, which require little 
capital investment, are coming to 
life only slowly. 

Viadimir Smiryaev, Commissar 
of Local Industry, for R. S. F. S. 
R. (Russia proper) said that one- 
third of 10,000 such establishments 
have been restored within the |— 
boundaries of the Republic which 
does not include the Ukraine or 
White Russia. , 

Of the areas liberated this year, 
the Stalingrad region seems to 
have the dest record. Thirty of 
the original 66 district chains now 
have been revived. The Central 
Government is assisting with ma- 
terials and trained workers, who 
operate primarily as instructors. 
Of 59 pre-war “local industries” in 
Mariupol, 14 so far have been re- 
stored to some sort of production 
and work is under way on 1l1l 
others. 
Some idea can be gathered from 
this of what a long, slow process 
it will be to restore Russian in- 
dustry. Not for years in many of 
these fields can the Soviet Union 
meet even its own tremendous re- 
quirements.

Attainment of these objectives to the greatest pos- 
sible degree calls for systematic approach, for a broad 
strategical program, for analysis of the Reich’s military 
and industrial machines, for the formulation of a plan 
and that plan’s execution. 

The Program 
Strategic bombing of the enemy’s industry to help 


aR HE air war on Germany has very definite objectives.

of four phases as recently outlined by a high officer of the 
American Air Forces. 

First Phase. Reduction of the enemy's defense power-— 
striking at aircraft factories, flying fields, destroying enemy 
fighter planes. 

Second Phase. Deeper penetration of the Reich's Euro- 
‘pean Fortress, this aided by having gained the edge over 
the enemy's production of airplanes for defense due to his 
inability to increase his fighter output. 

Third Phase. Knocking out Germany's fundamental 
war production capacity. 

Fourth Phase. Mopping up. 

This attack on Nazi industry must, of course, be co- 


ordinated with assaults on the enemy’s shipping, his land 
communications and his cities. 

It is the combination of these blows which plays upon 
the enemy’s social structure and morale. 
Diversions 

An air army, just as a land army, may be compelled 
to halt its program on occasion and engage in an un- 
anticipated job. It may have to turn from the offensive to a 
counter-offensive. Such a situation presented itself in the 
early months of this year when for a brief period the Amer- 
icon and British air arms based in Britain devoted them- 
selves exclusively to attack on the U-boats, bombing their 
bases, their repair and construction centers. This meant re- 
peated blows at such places as Lorient and St. Nazaire on 


Once the great menace of undersea craft to Atlantic 
transportation was brought more nearly under control, the 
air arms returned to their program. 

General Objectives 

The enemy’s ability to wage war and sustain himself 
industrially, economically, socially and in morale depends 
on his capacity to maintain certain basic functions. There- 
fore it is precisely these functions which the air invader 
must seek to destroy— 

Transportation: Railroads, railroad centers, passenger 
and freight rolling stock, shipbuilding areas, coastal ship- 
ping, docks, naval yards, car and locomotive plants. 

Industry: Steel and iron plants, chemicals, electrical 
equipment, coal mines, power plants, metals, machine tools,

Again we remind you at this 
Thanksgiving season of the im- 
portance of supporting the WNa- 
tional Tuberculosis Association in 
its fight on tuberculosis. That is 
a war that must go forward no 
matter what other wars are on 
hand, It has paid good dividends 
and will continue to do so. 

I mentioned yesterday that the 
reasons for our success in combat- 
ing tuberculosis were several]: im- 
proved methods of diagnosis, 
earlier treatment, more beds in 
tuberculosis sanitaria, and active 
case finding. 

The active case finding is still 
only partially carried out, When 
we have an opportunity to ex- 
amine nearly all of the members 
of one generation, as we had re- 
cently in the army examinations, 
we do a fairly thorough job, but 
we examined only the male mem- 
bers of the generation, (with the 
exception of our comrades the 
Wacs, Waves, etc.), and there 
weren’t enough of them to do a 
thorough job. 

* * 


WE EXAMINE, it is true, the 
students that enter our universi- 
ties, the applicants for jobs in 
most industries and factories, but 
still this is not a thorough enough 
job." We should organize to exam- 
ine every person in the country 
to see whether any tuberculosis js 
present or not, 


In that way we could eliminate 
it because we could eliminate the 
source, Which means that with 
the exception of a few cases of 
bovine tuberculosis still trans- 
mitted by milk, tuberculosis is 
contracted by one person from 
another person who is an active 
case, 


Most of these infections occur 
in infancy and childhood. A per- 
fectly innocent and doting parent, 
brother or sister, unaware that 
they have the germs in their 
saliva and their breath, give the 
infection to the youngest member 
of the household. It probably 
doesn’t show up for 20 years or 
more, Tuberculosis is a very 
slowly developing disease, But in 
most instances when you find an 
active case in a person of 20 you 
can trace it back to the childhood 
infection by parent, brother or 


sister.

THESE ARE not pleasant facts 
to face, but they are facts and if 
we are to rid the world of tuber- 
culosis we must accept them and 
act upon them. 

Some weeks ago in this column 
I stated that an adult was in little 
danger of getting tuberculosis. 
Several people wrote me protest- 
ing this, among them the director 
of the National Tuberculosis As- 
sociation, and I agree that I prob- 
ably put the subject too strongly. 
It is true that since our great ad- 
vances in the conquest of tuber- 
culosis we are finding a different 
reaction group among the young 
adult population. In other words, 
we eliminated so much tubercu- 
losis since twenty years ago that 
they were never exposed in child- 
hoot but only in adult life. 

This means, of course, that we 
should make frequent examina- 
tions on nurses in tuberculosis 
hospitals, medical students and 
others. It is another method of 
case finding in a limited and defi- 
nitely exposed group.

Blindness Is No Handicap to Him 


Use Abilities You Have, Says E. F. Endicott, and Waste No Time in Vain Regrets 


By Helen Clanton 


ATCHING a blind man wait 
Wis: assistance to cross a 

street, many of us have won- 
dered, “What must the world seem 
like to a person without sight? 
How does a person so handicapped 
perform even the simplest tasks 
of daily life?” 7 

E. F. Endicott, who has been 
blind since he was 21, and who 
moves about the city more surely 
than most middle-aged men who 
can see, has the answer, It is, he 
says, a matter of using the God- 
given abilities you have, wasting 
no time regretting those you don’t 
possess. 

“Blindness,” says this extraordi- 
narily sure-footed man, who has 
been supervisor of work with the 
blind for the St. Louis Public 
Library for 19 years, “need not pre- 
vent one from earning a living, 
participating in healthful sports, 
keeping up with the events of the 
world, having friends, enjoying 
music and literature or going 
about the world independently.” | 


Endicott’s own life is proof of 
his theory. After he-lost his sight, 
he passed the State bar examina- 
tion and for nine years followed 
the practice of law in St. Louis. 
Today he goes alone throughout 
the city and county, making talks 


before public groups in the inter-. 


est of further education for the 
blind, His wife, to whom he has 
been married 385 years, is also 
blind, and together they have 
reared three children, are the 
proud parents of seven grandchil- 
dren, At one time Endicott organ- 
ized a bowling team of blind men, 
which he considers a good sport 
for persons without sight. For the 
past 15 years he has accompanied 
two other .blind men on weekly 
hikes throughout the country. 

“My buddies and I know every 
cow path and every pig pen in St. 
Louis County,” he boasts. “There 
isn’t a farmer in the surrounding 
country who doesn’t know us. But 
I’m not unusual. You'll find many 
@ man who has lost his sight who 
has used his talents to greater 
advantage than I.” 

Endicott has a recipe for sut- 
cess for the blind person, however, 
“First,” he explains, “a blind man 
should always use a white cane, 
and second, he should smile. The 
cane attracts attention and the 


smile makes friends. A blind man 


needs friends, but then, so do see- 
ing people. Ninety-nine per cent 
of all blind people have a ready 
smile. You can’t say that 99 per 
cent of all those with sight smile 
readily, now, can you? That 
proves to me that blindness does 
not take away froma person the 
ability to laugh, to enjoy life.” 
“Someone has said,” Endicott 
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ENDICOTT

quotes, “"'He who has no affliction 
is the worst of the afflicted!’ In 
my opinion, the worst affliction 
in the world is self-pity.” 


Certainly Endicott wastes no 
time bemoaning his loss of sight. 
Except for his white cane and dark 
glasses, which he is never with- 
out, the casual observer wouldn’t 
know that Endicott is blind. He 
moves down the street surely, and 
without hesitation. He crosses 
many streets unassisted. He boards 
street cars or busses with assur- 
ance. He carries on his work at 
the Wolfner Memorial Library for 
the Blind, 3844 Olive street, much 
as any other business man would, 
He gives the general impression 
that he is enpoying life thoroughly, 

Endicott thinks that his periods 
of partial blindness beforé he com- 
pletely lost his sight at 21 helped 
him become adjusted to a world 
withodt light. He had an oppor- 
tunity to learn gradually those 


simple lessons which a blind per- 
son must practice for safety and 
comfort: how to stoop in a kneel- 
ing position to pick up something 
from the floor, thus avoiding a 
bump on one’s head; how to eat 
with a fork and a small piece of 
bread to avoid spilling food, how 
to read and write braille, how to 
use a cane in walking, how to 
write (longhand) on a corrugated 
writing board to make straight 
lines, how to tell time, and many 
other things. 


While the writer was chatting 
with Mr. Endicott in his office, a 
friend stopped by and asked the 
time, Mr. Endicott pulled out his 
watch, opened the back, and felt 
the hands on the open face. “It’s 
just 2:39,” he said. “However, my 
watch may be slow, so I'll check 
the time through GArfield 2511, 
the First National Bank.” He 
quickly dialed the number on his 
telephone, listened to the answer 


of the automatic voice, and veri- 
fied the reading of his watch. 

Mr. Endicott has never used @ 
“seeing-eye” cog. “My theory is 
that a person ig better off to be as 
independent as possible. I don’t 
think you should expect society to 
do something for you which you 
can do for yourcelf. This doesn’t 
mean that I reject needed assist- 
ance. I wouldn’t think of crossing 
Grand avenue without help, I ap- 
preciate those who offer it, and I 
let them know it.”

The theory that loss of sight 
quickens the other senses is dis- 
counted by Endicott. “Blind peo- 
ple don’t hear, feel or smell any 
better than a seeing person. They 
just learn to use those senses 
more,” he says. “A blind man 
learns through experience that a 
current of air indicates an alley 
Or a passage way between two 
buildings. He can hear voices 
down a hallway, and identify the 
noise of traffic when he comes to 
a street. Gradations of sound and 
movement come to have signifi- 
cance in the identification of fa- 
miliar places in the city.” For in- 
stance, Endicott can identify ev- 
ery main thoroughfare which 
crosses Grand avenue, from the 
Water Tower to Lindell when he 
is riding south in a Grand avenue 
street car. 

“Beginning at the Water Tower, 
going south, I know from the 
movement of the car and. the 
noise of the tracks that there is 
a switch at Florissant, a double 
car track at Kossuth, a slight 
curve in the tracks and a switch 
at Natural KHridge, a second 
awitch at Hebert, double car tracks 
at Easton, double car tracks at 
Franklin, double car tracks at 
Olive, and I get ready to leave the 
car at Lindell, On the Olive car 
tracks, there are definite curves at 
Channing, Cardinal and Twelfth 
streets. These are the sort of 
landmarks which help a blind 
person find hig way about the 
city.” 

Once when he was on a speak- 
ing tour in Southern Illinois, En- 


* dicott began talking to a friendly 


station master while waiting for 
his train, The _ station master 
obligingly described the beauties 
of the town and countryside, as 
well as some of the chief charac- 
ters who lived there. When he 
finished, he said he was sorry En- 
dicott was blind and couldn't see 
things for himself. “I reckon 
you'd kind of like to be me,” said 
the station master to Endicott. 

“No, indeed,” replied Endicott 
quickly. “I know just who I am 
now, and God knows who I’d be if 
I were you.” 

That’s the way he feels about 
it. He says he’s never met any- 
woe AE he’d want to trade places 
with.

engines and engine parts, light in- 
dustry. 

War Industry: Airplane, air re- 
pair and air parts plants, arms, 
tank, truck and tractor factories, 
rubber refiners and fabricators, oil 
refineries. 

Cities: The reduction of large 
urban areas and their utilities. 
The result of the destruction, to 
greater or lesser degree, of these 
various functions, results in social 
dislocation, Crippling of transpor- 
tation directly affects food supply. 
Destruction of urban areas causes 
housing shortages. Bombing of 
any objective results in wounded 
people with consequent complica- 
tion of medical and hospital prob- 
lems. Damage to water, power 
and light systems endangers sani- 
tation. All of these, combined 
with the fear of future attacks 
and the advance of land armies, 
weakens morale, 

Also, and importantly, destruc- 
tion of buildings and ‘machines 
means further loss in man power 
and materials, for man power 
which might have been used in 
positive efforts must now be as- 
signed to reconstruction. This dliso 
is true of materials. 

Last Monday night’s great air at- 
tack on Berlin, the heaviest aerial 
bombardment in history, and the 
heavy repeat raid that followed 
last night, are indicative of the 
varied blows air power can de- 
liver against a great city. Impor- 
tant industrial plants were hit, 
residential sections blasted, trans- 
portation, electrical and gas serv- 
ices interrupted. Several thousand 
people, it is estimated, were killed 
or injured, 


Specific Planning 

Fortress Europa is bombed on a 
priorities basis. The most essen- 
tial industrial plants are the first 
bombed. Priority bombing lists 
are scientifically compiled, A spe- 
cial committee of Allied civilians 
aids in the compilation; the com- 
mittee is made up of industrialists, 
economists and technical experts. 
Some of these people are person- 
ally familiar with these plants, on 
occasion have helped build them. 
Engineers on the committee fre- 
quently know exactly what part of 
a plant contains its vital elements. 
And once an objective has been 
smashed, it is kept under obser- 
vation. When reconstruction has 
reached the point where new pro- 
duction is indicated, the plant is 
bombed again. 


Development of Plan 

Bombing of key enemy indus- 
tries has been developed to where 
a single vital element of a single 
vital part has been chosen as an 
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objective. A pertinent example is 
the recent string of attacks on the 
ball-bearing industry. 

Ball bearings are vital to all ma- 
chinery, both war and industrial, 
having high-speed moving parts. 
The Germans controlled a bearing 
Plant in the Paris area. It was 
bombed and badly crippled. But 
the center of the industry was at 
Schweinfurt in Bavaria, Here five 
plants made half the bearings man- 
ufactured in German-occupied Eu- 
rope. Two raids were made on 
Schweinfurt with terrible damage, 
The Ameriéan Eighth Air Force, 
which made the attack, suffered 
its heaviest losses—60 Flying For- 
tresses and 593 men. But the great 
importance and-success of the ac- 
tion were considered worth the 
price. These Schweinfurt raids 
were followed by others on a bear- 
ing plant in the Turin area of 
Northern Italy and by another on 
a plant at Annecy in Southwestern 
France, 

The Ruhr, Germany's closely 
knit heavy industry and coal min- 
ing region, has been bombed close 
to 300 times in important raids, 
and Cologne, on the Ruhr’s edge 
and sometimes included in it, has 
suffered well over 100 large raids. 
Such bombing, fundamental that 
it is, is not the highly specific 
type of attack carried out against 
the ball-bearing industry. 

Since the war started there have 
been hundreds of air attacks on 
Europe’s industrial, war and com- 
munications centers. 


Ability to Attack 

Attainment by the combined 
British and American air arm of 
its broad objectives is dependent 
on sufficient planes, proper bases, 
facilities and supply, ground and 
flying personnel, Italian bases 
bring the Balkans within easier 
striking distance; raids based wn 
Russian territory could overlap 
these. Were Turkey to throw off 
its neutrality, valuable flying fields 
for takeoffs to the Balkans and 
Aegean area would be gained, 

Recent Army Air Forces infor- 


mation gives the following effec- 
tive distances to their target for 
American planes: Heavy bombers, 
1500 miles; medium bombers, 750 
to 1000 miles; light bombers, about 
625 miles; light bombardier, 500 
miles. Some fighters can fly 350 
to 500 miles before beginning their 
return trip—and if they are 
equipped with auxiliary fuel tanks 
their range is lengthened. As for 
climatic conditions, they should per- 
mit the Reich to be effectively 
bombed all winter. 


Attack by air has limitations. 
Once a bomber drops its destruc- 
tive loads, it makes for a landing 
field and safety. It can not take 
and hold an objective. Industry 
can be moved and on occasion ef- 
fectively hidden; it may take con- 
siderable time before the air arm 
through observation or other forms 
of information ferrets it out. But 
in this war, air power has won 
its spurs in tremendous fashion on 
land and sea, in the European 
struggle and the war in the Pacific. 

A Pacific element of the global 
war will be Friday's subject—the 
Burma region,

Rash Bids 
Won't Win 
The Game

GREAT many players think 
A that unrestrained bidding, al- 
though it may incur big penal- 
ties, is often worth while because 
it prevents the opponents from 
“walking off with the rubber, per- 
haps even with a siam.” What 
they overlook is that often the ex- 
act opposite is true. Consider this 
case, which is not extraordinary.

Despite the fact that the grand 
slam contract was absolutely cold, 
it would have been next to impoe- 
sible for North-South to bid it 
safely if Kast had maintained a 
discreet ailence. Let's follow the 
bidding, step by step. 


South's one spade opening needs 
no comment, nor does West's two 
diamond overcall, North, however, 
was immediately faced with a 
problem. His hand looked dis- 
tinctly slammish opposite a spade 
bid, but what about diamond 
losers? South might well have, 
besides a good spade suit, the A 
K of clubs, with perhaps two low 
diamonds and no values in hearts. 
So, rather than jeopardize the 
rubber game, North made the 
somewhat sissy bid of three spades, 
a jump past game, 


East’s “stab” four club bid was 
perfect — for the opponents! For 
now, after South had rebid his 
spades and West had supported 
the clubs, North could feel reason- 
ably sure that South did not have 
the A K or A Q of clubs, and 
therefore that a small slam, at 
least, would be an execellent ven- 
ture. His logical six club bid 
started the ball rolling. East, 
having put his foot in it, might 
have had the courage to see things 
through by going to seven clubs 
(which would have been a cheap 
sacrifice), but when he didn’t, 
South had the opportunity, without 
increasing the bidding level, to 
show his first round diamond con- 
trol. Now North could cue-bid 
again, this time in hearts, and 
South, with a virtual photograph 
of his partner’s hand, did not have 
to stretch to contract for the 
grand slam.
